"ttft suppose u uiine in which the vulne oT 
the ore is $(J per ton. If the coat of set- 
ting that ore is $'2 a ton, and the frniglit 
treatment and cost of niarkelin;; :ire ^5 
l)er ton, with a net profit on these opera- 
lions of .^l.'oO a ton, it is obvious there 
is only $1 a ton subject to ta.xation on 
smelter returns less freight and treat- 
meat, 60 that the ore oiilj' pays 2 cents 
IK'i' ton to tlie revenue oat of a net profit 
to the mine ami .smelter of oO cents per 
ton. Ill a manner similar to this we 
claim the 'figures show that the mines

vSOUTIlIiiUX CinV-VTvTlY. 

"We nl! know th<U in the Southern 
States tlie golden age of chivalry lias 
heen retained in itn pristine loveliness, 
'ilio iSnuth may not he organized from 
a sanitary point of view, it may be de- 
ficient from a commercial point of view, 
its liabits towards negro ofTeiKlers 
uKninst the crimimil code may be olTeii- 
Hive, but it has manners. It is there 
we ifiud the gentleman not yet commer- 
cialized out of being ns ho existed cen- 
turies ago. and is still portrayed in the 
popular rouiar.o; of the jiresent day. 
Kxac'.iy so. X^pw let us see what sonio 
iiC the iSouthem cavaliers have been 
.ioiiig hitely. Some very blue-blooded 
^Southern gentlemen have greatly dis- 
tinguished themselves in the past lU 
months. Last l<'ebruary Senator Till 
man, of South iCarolina, assaulted his 
colleague, Senator McT/nurin, oii the 
llror of the T'niteil .States 'Senate. A 
little later, .SeiKitor .Mcl.aurin got in u 
list-light in a hotel lobby. Then .Sena- 
tor iMoucy, of Mississippi, tried to carve, 
with a knife, a street-car conductor 
who, ho claimed, had insulted him. 
Later, Senator Hailey, of Texas, tried 
his best .to choke Senator 'Beveridge, of 
Indiana. Xow another chivalrous Sou- 
thern gentleman, Ijioutenant-Govcrnor 
'I'ilhnan, of South Carolina, shoots doM'ii 
an unarmed uiun in cold blood. Is this 
sort of thing the fruit of ii degenerate 
cliivalry, or Sa it the real thing? A 
regard for historical accuracy obliges 
us to say, that, in spite of all the his- 
torical novels ever written, it is the 
real thing, making a dying (struggle 
against a hostile environment. Chivalry 
was nothing more or less than organized 
sel!i^^Ilness, enforced <ind protected by 
.systmnatic hnit.'ility. Lt was Iho crown 
of the darkest age tlie world lias ever 
known, the period following tlie decline 
of the liomaii ICpipire and before the 
revival of learning. A knight was prac- 
tically immune from attack except by 
another 'knight. Wlion things became 
too .serious ho could always retire to, 
in those days, an impregnable castle. 
Was there, could there be, any chivalry 
in tiie welter of blood, outrage, and 
pliiiidin' ill v>-hicli ho lived liLs days? 
(louUl such a state of affairs develop 
what we understand by a chivnIroi'S 
character •Chivalry, or the era of the 
horso, began to fade from the day that 
Tell of Switzerland <ind 'Wulleys of 
Scotland made itho discovery that uu- 
arniorod foot soldiers armed with pikes 
could withstand armored lioteemen nrin- 
od -with spears and swords and battle 
axes, and- from the day tluit the inven- 
tion of gunpowder brought an eiiicient 
weapon to bear against fortilied ci'stles. 
When wo- think of what the pike, and 
its modern equivalent the liayonet, have 
done for civilization, wo are inclined to 
feel coldly tow<irds the misdirected ef- 
forts of peace societies. .'What we un- 
derstand hy chivalry ia what we think

There are always a number 
of people who eay that railways will 
come wherever there is" business for 
them, and will come ns soon as there is 
ImsinesM for them, and that therefore 
tiiere is no advantage to the people 
through their in auy way assisting rail- 
way construction. Ilad this nrguinent 
lii'cn triumiihant in Canada some years 
iigii, the iCaiiadian Pacifio railway 
would not liave been built when it was, 
and it is rather odd to see men like Sir 
Tlionnw Shaughnessy making use of it 
as he did in criticising the assistance 
given iby .Manitoba to the 'Canadian 
Xortliern, and in deprecating auy assist 
11 nee being given to the 'Grand Trunk 
I'acLfie. It is more or less in this form 
tliMt the argument is used in British 
t'oliimhia, nanu'l}', that the various nys- 
tems of railroad are incomplete without 
comiug to the Paclfle 'Coitst,' and that at 
the Pacific Coast they inust ovfiutunlly 
arrive, ''i'hat is perfectly true, so far 
lis it goes, but the wiiolOi question of 
progress and prosperity for Britisii 
'Columbia <iepeiids on the .'.iieaning of 
that word •■eventually." After all, the 
hest answor in favor of assisting rail- 
way consuuciiou is afforded by the re- 
cent experience oC IManitoba. iMaiiitoha 
was declared to have remb'red itself 
haiikrupt by the railway mea«urc6 cf 
two or three years ago. .'Wliat do -we 
liiui? The greatest prosperity and prog- 
less ever known in any part of Canada, 
folUr.N-ing as a direct result from the 
province's railway policy. .In British 
Columbia there are specific advantages 
lo be gained by assTsting railways in ad- 
dition to the general ndvautagos enjoy- 
ed by Manitoba. These are pointed out 
hy Colonel I'rior iu his address: 

_ Without any •meagtire''of assistance be- 
ing given, tho iirbvinciaLbenefits yf cou- 
striiction, would-be ilnrgirfy lost. 'Labor 
aiid supplies;- '.and everythirig.Velse inci- 
dental to construction," which 'menu mil- 
lions of doUarS -ta 'the prtiriuce, -«-ould 
couio from .thoiEast;>'and,-'So>far-as ■we 
are coucerned.. .beyond the beiioflts of 



soctire ' th'esie behefits ? ' trnbesitatingly 
Colonel Prior says a grant of land. But 
he distinguishes very clearly between 
iilacing a railway company iu tho posi- 
tion ol a landlord, and simply trans- 
ferring the province's Interest in some 
of its land to a raihvay company, leav- 
ing settlers to acquire the laud from the 
latter on as easy terms ns they could 
from tbe former, lie says: 

1 know there are objections made l-o 
land yrants, but we have to deal with 
present conditions, not theories. We 
have land, niid plenty of it, which, has 
lii-cn waste for centm-ics, and which 'will 
lie waste for centuries longer ivithout 
railwavd. Offering bonuses iu money 
has not secured the building of lines so 
far.' The obieotion, to my mind, does 
not lie in tho land! grant themselves.- It 
is a question •^vholly depending upon the 
conditions that may be imiwsod. Wo 
propose, in case land is given, to sur- 
round the grants with such restrictions 
and safonuards as will, so far as pos- 
ible, asciiire all tlic) benefit to tho miner 
and agriculturist that would accrue from 
administration by the Hoveniiueut It 
is unnecessary to point out that railway 
corporations are the very best of immi- 
gration agents, because it is in their 
direct interest to make the greatest pos- 
sible use of the land, so as to increase 
the tonnage ou the railroad. 

With this question of railways the 
(inestlon of Immlgratiou is closely allied. 

Colonel Prior announces a policy of 
"survey and reconnaissance," hy which 
(leliiiite iiiformaliii.i ahoiit the hinds of 
the province will be available for iutend 
lug settlers. This is to a large extent 
a now departure, but It' is not one made 
any too .'-0011. Tho number of enquiries 
received at tlio present time from all 
over the world is really astonishing, and 
the meagreness of tbe information which 
it is possible to supply to tho inquirers 
is iiositively distressing. If the govern 
nient sets out iu a practical way to rem- 
edy this defect in our system of en- 
couragiug Immigration, it ivill earn the 
gratitude of all who "^vish to see British 
'Columbia progress. ITic tido is with 
us, and we must take advantage of the 
tide, which brings us back again to the 
lic:-:iiining, that if tho province is con- 
tinually |i)luuged iu political turni-oil, tho 
elTorts of any and every government to 
advance its interests must be seriously 
handicapped.

The McXoill was returning from 
Manila, fur which port she sailed from

I)anv,. which bad the contract for sup- 
Iilving the lumber and materials for the 
t.'ovorniiieut (■oaling station <it Cavite 
uaval station near Maiiihi. L'poii her 
arrival at :Maiiila the cluirter expired, 

C'apt. .rorgensen shipped a crow in 
•Seattle, but they deserted. The vessel 
wdrt towed to i'oit Tuwnsoud, where 
he (flapped a second crew. Alt s-r.ve 
two or tlireo of these deserted upon tlie 
vessel's arrival at Manila. The doserc- 
ers charged brutality on the part of 
tho master and that bo had given iboiii 
decayed food throughout the voyage. 
They also classed the vcvssei as a leaking 
"coffin-ship.''^ 

The sailors, according to the -Manila 
papers, were particularly bitter in their 
deauiiciation oC Capt. .lorgensen. Their 
refusal to return to tlio vessel iiocessl- 
lated liici sliipping anotlier crew at 
Manila.

A TOTAI. WRECK. 

Coastiiiff ISteaiiier Ituns Ashore and 
Breaks Up on California Coast. 

iSteanior Croscent ('ity, . which Ii«is 
been engaged in the Coasting trade be- 
tween ■.San Francisco and I'liget Sound 
for some time, was wrecked during a 
lieavy gale which raged olT the Cali- 
forniiin Coast on Fiidoy.

The steamer Scotia was si.gualed, and 
after beating about for several hours, 
managed to launch a boat which took 
ten of the stranded persons otE tho o-ock 
and transferred them to the Scotln. The 
lite saving crew from iPolnt .Vrenas 
could not launch ft boat, but. attomjited 
to shoot lines over the rocks from the 
sliore, but owing to tlic wind all ef- 
forts in this direction were uusuccess- 
fill.
